Gullies and Loss of Top- 
Soil Have Spelled Farm 


Crop Disaster 


By A. H. WASIIBUKN 


A lour of the government's local 


battle-front in the war against wind 
and water erosion that in some cases 
has cut the value of high-productive 
farmland from $100 an acre to zero, 
since 1920, was made Thursday morn- 
ing by two executives of the Hope 
office of Uie Soil Conservation Service 
and a representative of The Star. 


The tour surveyed some of the re- 


sults obtained in the 11 months since 
establishment of the local office. 


Craig liosborough, project manager; 


Frank Stanley, associate soil conser- 
vationist, and a Star staff member in- 
spected two farms—on one of which 
the conservation service had just com- 
pleted its terracing program, and had 
on the other three tractors and a crew 
of men hard at work. 


Both farms arc in what is officially 


known as the Bodcaw Creek Water- 
shed Demonstration Area, comprising 
southern Hempstead and Nevada coun- 
ties. The first place visited was the J. 
L. Goodbar farm two miles south of 
Hope on the Patmo.s road, where C. F. 
Baker, Mr. Goodbar's farm manager, 
lives. The second place was the farm 
owned by J. T. Butler three miles 
south of the city on the Lcwisville 
highway. 


Had Terraces Origlonally ' 


On the Goodbar place Mr. Baker ex- 


plained that the original terraces built 
years ago had a faulty drainage, al- 
lowing too rapid a water-fall and with 
improper outlets ut. the bottom of the 
terraces. These combined factors caus- 
ed erosion to eat out a huge gully run- 
ning practically across the farm. 


Last March the government con- 


structed the first terraces under a. 
new system designed to eliminate the 
gully and prevent its return. 
Fifty 


per cent of the work was done last 
spring; Mr. Baker then completed his 
part of the work, constructing two 
terraces and cleaning off all the pas- 
ture areas. Terracing was completed, 
and strip-cropping begun, last month 
—so that the inspection revealed a 1936 
soil erosion control job virtually fin- 
ished. 


What happened in the ease of the 


Goodbar farm was simply this: 
The 


government filled in the original big 
gully, threw two fields into one in 
order to permit a larger sweep for 
the terraces, and changed the outlet 
point from a steep bank on the Pat- 
mos road—which would have created 
a 
new 
gully—to 
a gently sloping 


meadow on the south side of the farm. 
Bermuda grass planted thickly across 
the outlet point slowed up the water 
from the tcrrnco end, and further pro- 
tection was obtained by rippling the 
surface of the meadow with gentle 
furrows, heavily grassed, to impede the 
flow of surface water. 


On one 31-acre field it was observed 


that .strip-cropping—planting of oats- 
was alone sufficient to control erosion; 
but. terraces were required elsewhere 
owing to the sharper pitch of the 
land. 


On the tour with Mr. Baker were 


seen evidence of the complete Soil 
Conservation Service program, as fol- 
lows: 


Rotation; 
strip-cropping; 
contour 


tillage; gully control; terracing; perm- 
anent pasture development; and re- 
forestration. This last—reforestration 
—was observed in the planting of 
black locust in a huge bowl formation 
where great red gulleys eating into the 
sleep sides of the earth gave sure evi- 
dence that this portion of the farm 
was forever ruined for crop produc- 
tion. But it will produce its share of 
farm revenue in future years, in mar- 
ketable wood products. 


The Butler Place 


From the Goodbar-Baker place we 


went to Mr. Butler's farm on Hie 
Lcwisvillu highway—which presented 
a similar story. 


Here also was a farm that was orig- 


inally terraced, but whose terrace- 
planning was at fault because of im- 
proper outlets—causing gulleys to eat 
back from the farm's edge into its 
heart. 


On it.s original plan the Butler farm 


was cut in half by a lane, with fields 
on either side. Tjie Soil Conservation 
Service, now at work there, has elim- 
inated the lane, throwing both fields 
into one, and running the lane around 
the side of the greatly enlarged ter- 
race unit. 


Mr. Buller told this writer that his 


furm in the hands of other owners had 
once had u value of $100 an acre, and

If Eye Is Severely Injured, Other Eye May 


Become Affected, Too

An injury to the eye is much more 


serious than an injury elsewhere in 
the body because of certain special 
characteristics of the organ of sight. 
If a pimple develops on one hand, it 


• will not necessarily, cause a boil on the 
other hand;: But if an; eye becomes 
severely- damaged or infected,, the oth- 
er eye, not infrequently, develops 


- promptly., the same trouble., This is 
.known as sympathetic ophthalmia. 


An Irishman,-whose eye was injured 


was told that he must have the eye 
removed. It was explained: to him that 


1 if the iniuied. eye were not removed, 


the other eye would develop sympa- 
thetic ophthalmia. His answer was. 
"To the devil with such sympathy!" 


One of the chief dangers- to-the eye 


is the- kind of accident .that happens 
occasionally when a child plays with 
knife,, fork or scissors, Jin, industry, 
the eyes- of metal workers occasionally 


'are perforated by scraps of flying 


metal. 


The X-ray has been of great help in 


determining the presence. of such 
scraps; and the electric magnet and . 
modern surgery make it possible to | 
remove these scraps promptly. 


The rules which guide a doctor in 


determining when to remove an in- 
jured eye, to prevent sympathetic oph- 
thalmia in the other eye, are practical 
rules based on his experience. 


If the vision of the eye is endanger- 


ed, if the eye becomes soft and pain- 
ful, and if the condition seems to be 
progressive, the doctor will remove the 
eye promptly. 


In many instances vision of the other 


eye has, without doubt, been saved by 
such prompt action. There would be 
little need for prevention of sympa- 
thetic ophthalmia, however, if all in- 
dustry would take every possible 
means to prevent injury to the eye.

There is 'not a paragraph in the en- 


tire book which tends to place the 
author upon a pedestal, or to impress 
a world already convinced of his great- 
ness. Music is his one concern. 


Even the anecdotes concerning hi;-', 


friends touch only upon their relation 
to music. Igor Stravinsky has a classic 
altitude toward his profession that is 
rare in modern music. 


Do not. however, let this lead you 


into thinking this is a bald recital of 
cold musical facts. Stravinsky tollf 
exciting stories of the birth of "Lc 
Sncrc du Printemps," which was hiss-, 
cd off the stage during its first ]x;r- 
formance in Paris, "Les Noces," "Pet- 
roushka," and other compositions. 


This is a remarkable hook. If ever

Bailey Hands Of f 
on Special Session 


Rejects Futrell Offer Re- 


garding Social Secur- 


ity Law 


LITTLE 'RQClO-Gov.-elect Carl E. 


Bailey declined Wednesday to act on a 
suggestion by Governor Futrell that Vie 
should indicate whether he desires that 
a special session of the legislature .bft 
called to enact social security, iegiula* 
lion to meet present requirements of 
the federal Social Security Act with 
respect to unemployment compensa- 
tion. 


A special session has been urged by 


some on the ground that if th.c state 
docs not enact enabling legislation by 
December 31, the state will be deprived 
of the benefit of 90 per cent of the 
federal tax which will be levied on em- 
ployers on the basis of 1936 pay rolls. 


Vincent M. Miles, member of 'the 


federal Social Security Board, con- 
ferred with Governor Futrell Tuesday 
on the subject and the governor issue^l 
the following statement: 


"Whether a special session of the 


legislature should be called forthwith 
to enact legislation in compliance with 
the Social Security Act of Congress is 
a question primarily to be decided by 
Governor Bailey, since the adminis- 
tration of any such law will be in his 
administration.

Drives to Title 


Taking charge of spring practice, 


Moore guided the 1935 Louisiana State 
team to its first conference champion- 
ship since 1908, capping the season with 
u 41-0 conquest of Tulane, traditional 
rival of the Bayou Tigers. 


Driving along at a fast clip, his 1936 


team has looked stronger in some 
games than his 1935 outfit, with sup- 
porters chanting "Bowl 
or 
Bust," 


meaning either the Rose Bowl or the 
Sugar Bowl. The 1935 team played in 
the Sugar Bowl, being edged out by 
Texas Christian 3-2. 


Moore had been a football coach be- 


fore getting the L. S. U. assignment, 
but not in the big leagues. He had 
Deeu an assistant at Sewaiiee, and head 
coach at Mercer. His first job was 
coaching a high .sch/xjl team in his 
home town of Winchester. Tenn. He 
came to L. S. U. in 192;) as an assistant 
to htad-Coach RU.SS Cohen.

Act are the following: 


Divide the program into its three 


main phases and you'll find it easier 
to comprehend. 


1. Old-age benefits through an em- 


ployer-employe contributory system. 


2. A federal-state 
unemployment 


compensation system. 


3. Public assistance through grants 


to stales for aid to persons over 65, 
the need blind, and dependent chil- 
dren. 


The end of November will find those 


26,000,000, workers in factories, mines, 
stores, offices, and on other business 
and industrial jobs, receiving 
from 


their employers application 
blanks 


which must be filled out and give to 
postmasters for transit to Washington 
by December 5. 


•Each blank is an application for as- 


signment of a number to the individ- 
ual's "social security account," which 
is kept by the SSB. 


Beginning January t the government 


will collect a tax from both employ- 
ers and employes on the workers' 
wages up to §3000 u year. 


For three years workers will pay 1 


per cent per dollar of wa,ges and the 
rate gradually rises until it becomes 


3 per cent in 1949. 


The employer, who forwards all the 


money involved in the tax, contributes 
a sum equal to all the taxes his em- 
ployes pay. 


Maximum Is $85 


What the worker finally receives in 


monthly benefit payments as a result 
of these contributions after he is 65 
depends on the amount of wages or 
salary he receives between January 1 
and 
his 65th birthday. Minimum 


monthly payment is $10 and maximum 
585, since, for purposes of the act. earn- 
ings in excess of $3000 a year aren't 
counted as "wages." 


Example: Worker who earns an av- 


erage of $30 a week, or $1560 a year, for 
30 years after 1936 before he becomes 
65 will receive government checks of 
§50.75 a month for the rest of his life 
after he is 65. 


If he dies before receiving any 


monthly payments his family will re- 
ceive 3'/2 per cent of these wages, or 
$1638. If he works but 10 years at an 
average of ?30 weekly before reaching 
65, his monthly check will be $25.50 and 
the death payment would be $546. Ten 
years' work at $15 a week would 
mean $19 a month after 65. 


All benefits will come out of the 


Treasury's "Old Age Reserve 
Ac- 


count'' Lump sums equivalent to 3'/4 
per cent of total wages are paid to 
workers who reach 65 before they qual- 
ify for monthly benefits, which will 
not be paid until 1942. These and 
death lump sum payments will begin to 
become payable in 1937. 


How to Figur^ Benefit 


If you don't get an application blank 


from your employer, call around for 
one at the postoffice. If you want to 
figure out what your monthly benefit 
will be after 65, estimate your total 
wages (not above $3000 annually) be- 
tween now and your 65th birthday. 


The percentage of those total wages 


payable as the monthly rate of ben- 
efit will be one half of 1 per cent on 
the first $3000, plus one twelfth of 1 
per cent on the next $42,000 and one 
twenty-fourth of 1 per cent on all over 
$45,000. 


To receive the $85 maximum, your 


total wages would have to be agout 
$130,000. For each month in which you 
are regularly employed after 65, a 
month's benefit payment is deducted. 


Chief exceptions from the system 


are agricultural labor, domestic ser- 
vice, casual labor, public employes, 
and non-profit organizations. 


So much for the old age pension plan. 


Many Get Job Insurance 


The unemployed insurance provi- 


sions are something else again: 


Fifteen states and the District of Co- 


lumbia now have unemployment in- 
surance plans approved by the SSB. 
They cover about 7,500,000 workers. 


The act provides a payroll tax ris- 


ing from 1 per cent of total payroll for 
1936 to 3 per cent in 1938. The SSB's ap- 
proval of a state law enables employ- 
ers subject to that federal tax to ob- 
tain credit up to 90 per cent of the tax 
for contributions to their state un- 
employment compensation funds. 


The tax applies to all who employ 


tight or more persons for 20 weeks or 
more. The states with unemployment 
compensation laws withdraw nine- 
tenths of it for their own unemployed 
by collecting that percentage as con- 
tributions under their own laws. 


States which such laws now include 


Alabama, California, Idaho, Indiana, 
Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
New Hampshire, New York, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Texas, 
Utah, and Wisconsin, and the District 
of Columbia.

ments amounting to 50 per cent of 
full time weekly wage with a $15 max- 
imum, after a two-week waiting per-

Under the act's public assistance 


provisions, more than 1,000,000 poor 
and aged persons are now receiving 
cash allowances. About $80,000,000 has 
been paid out in federal funds since 
February, to be matched at least equal- 
ly by state funds for old age assistance, 
plus more than $3,000,000 for the needy 
blind and $8,000,000 for dependent chil- 
dren. 


Forty-two states 
have 
approved 


plans for helping the aged poor and 
27 for the blind and the dependent chil- 
dren. 


Only about 180,000 persons were re- 


ceiving state old-age pensions in 1934 
and total payments to the needy aged 
are eight times as much today as was 
available from stnte and local sources 
two years ago. 


For old-age doles, the federal gov- 


ernment contributes half the payment 
up to a federal-state total of ?30 a 
month. The highest average old-age 
payment is $32.50 in California and 
the lowest is $3.50 in Mississippi. 


Other phases of the Social Security 


Act cover grants to states for helping 
meet costs of maternal, child health, 
child welfare, and crippled children 
services, and for extension of public 
health and vocational rehabilitation
